THe QUEEN CONSORT. 


Peculiarities of the Position of King 
George's Wife. ‘ 


Great as are the powers of the 
King, the Queen Consort shares but 
few of them. In some respects, thanks 
largely to King Kdward, who set up 
many precedents during his short but 
memorable reign, her privileges ure 
freater than they were, but her per- 
quisities are fewer. Before the time 
of the late King the Queen never rode 
in the great coach of state beside her 
husband, for in law she is not equal 
to him, being merely his subject. 

At one time the sovereign allowed 
his consort one-tenth of the revenue 
from the @own lands and other 
sources of income, which was known 


as the Queen’s Gold, but since the | 


days of William IV. she has had a 
separate grant. To manage her own 
affairs the Queen has her own house- 
hold, | which comprises a lord cham- 
berlain, vice-chamberlain, treasurer, 
private secretary, mistress of the 
robes, five ladies of the bedchamber, 
four bedchamber women, and four 
maids of honor. The Archbishop of 
York is her chaplain in perpetuity, 
and she also 


can appoint her own 
attorney-general and_ solicitor-general 
to represent her in the courts, but 


this privilege has not been exercised 
within recent years, 

It is high treason to conspire against 
the Queen Consort during the reign 
ot her husband, but should she sur- 
vive him anyone doing her an injury 
can only be proceeded against by the 
common law as if she were a private 
person, Should she herself be gui.ty 
of crime she can only be tried by the 
House of Peers, but she can be sued 
in the ordinary way. 

Thus, a subject cannot sue the King 
for debt, but the Queen can be com- 
pelled to pay her bills like any ordin- 
ury citizen, one of the curiosities of 
her position being that by law she 1s 


only a single woman, and therefore 
cannot shelter herself behind the 
Married Women's Property Act, as 
can the wife of plain John Smith 
The idea is that the King is so occu- 
pied by affairs of state that he has no 


time to devote to his purely domestic 
concerns, so that lis wife must look 
aiter her own business and be solely 
responsible for any debis incurred by 
ner, 


As the Queen Consort is liable to 


be sued in the civil courts she ean 
also proeced against anyone, while 
should so desire it * can com- 
pete with certain peeresses by going 
into business as a milliner, or open- 
ing any other shop that takes her 
funey However, when signing the 
le or other zal document she 
must always be reful to add the 
words “Queen of England’ to her 
signature, One of her privileges is 
that of riding in an unnumbered 
motor-ear 

Although she takes no part in the 
government of the country and ean- 
not sign a state document, the King 
can appoint her as bis proxy in the 


event of his being iil or away from 


England during a grave national 
cri This actually occurred a few 
years ego, when the Minist held a 


consultation with Queen 
with the happiest results 
But as soon as she becomes Queen- 


xandra, 


Dowager most of her rights ¢ : 
She is simply an ordinary private 
citizen and cannot even remarry 


without the consent of the reigning 
monareh, but she is always allowed 
an annuity of between $259,000 and 
$500,000 to maintain her station with 
becoming dignity.

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BETWEEN | 
IRRICANA AND CALGARY 


GRADING OUTFITS 


Five Hundred Teams Are at Work 
Between Alix and the C. P. R. Irri- 
gation Block—Expected That the 
Road Will Enter Calgary Not 
Much Behind the Canadian Nor- 
thern. 


Calgary.—That the entrance of the 
Grand Trunk Pacifie railway into Cai- 
gary will not be delayed many months 
alier that of the Canadian Nortnern is 
evidenced by the manner in which the 
work is being rushed ahead on the 
Tofield-to-Calgary — branen. Several 
grading outfits are at work between 
the crossing of the Langdon branch 
near Irricana and Calgary, and all 
the grading is completed between the 
Batt.e and Red Deer rivers. 

The high-level bridge across the Bat- 
tle river is about completed, and con- 
struction trains will be running over it 
next week carrying steel for the grade 
south. In the const.uction of this 
bridge over four million feet of lumber 
were used and the work occupied six 
months. The only other bridge of any 
importance now to be built is that 
across the Red Deer river, south of 
Alix. 

Mr. W. A. Lowry has received word 
that the G. T. P. has token over the 
townsite of Duhamel, about twelve 
miles south of Camrose, and will start 
the erection of a railway station there 
equal to any on the Tofiel t-to-Calgary 
branch. 

The construction of the bridge across 
the Red Deer river may d-lav track 
laying between that point and Calgary 
for a few weeks, but in the meantime 
the work of greding will be completed, 
and when track laying is resumed it 
will proceed at the rate of over one 
mile per day. 
Revenue of Canada Still Keeping Up 

Ottawa.—The total revenue for the 
Dominion during June was $9,612,677.. 
38, compared with $7,978,892.42 in the 
same month last year. 

The expenditure on the consolidated 
account last month was $9,612,677, us 
compared with $7,978,898 in June, 
1909. In the first three months of the 
fiscal year the outlay was $8,833,107, 
compared with $8,816,746 in the corre- 
sponding quarter of last year. 

The revenue for the qua ter totalled 
$56,334,853, as against $31,593,872 in 
the corresponding querter, 

On the capital account the June ex. 
penditure was $1,652,339, and for the 
quait r $3,150,053, as compared with 
$2,915,284 and $4,014,298, res: ectively 
The main item of ex enditure for the 


quarter was $2,908,5°6 9 on publie 
we ks, railways and canals. The net 
debt of the Dominion now totals 
$5322,405,528, and the total assets

Interesting Canadian Map 

Ottawa.—The geographical branch 
of the department of interior have just 
completed two huge maps of Canada 
which will be used for exhibition pur- 
poses. They are 15 feet by 9 feet 6 
Inches, One is a mineral map show- 
ing the loeation of all minerals of eco. 
nomic value throughout the Dominion 
and the workiog mines, differentiating 
being obtained by means of various 
colors. The scale is 20 miles to the 
inch. The railway map shows the ra‘l- 
way systems in different colors and 
also the proposed government routes 
to Hudson Bay. 

Canadians Capture Prize 

Bisley Camp.—After leading by six 
points over the mother country in the 
fir-t two stages, 300 and 500 yards, for 
the Kolapore cu», open to teams of 
eight from the empire, the Canadian 
team fell off in the final stave of 600 
yards, scoring eight points less than 
the mother country, who thus won by 
two points. The Canadians, however, 


won the Colonial prize of — eighty 
pounds sterling, for the tov colonial 
team. Austrilio, Cueun-ey, India, 
Malay States, Singapore and South 


Africa also shot.

TECHNICAL TRAINING 


Preliminary Meeting of the 
Commission on Industrial 
' Training 


Royal 


Ottawa.—A preliminary meeting of 
the royal commussion on industrial 
training and technical education was 
held in the ministeis’ rooms in tne de. 
partment of labor recent.y. There 
were present the Hon. W. L. Menen- 
zie King, munister, and the following 
members of the commission, viz.: Dr, 
J. W. Rovertson, chairman; Hon, J. 
N. Armstrong, Rev. Geo. Bryce, Gas- 
pard Desseres, Gilbert M. Murray 
David Forsytne, James Simpson, and 
Thomas Bengough, secretary. 

Proceedings were opened with a 
statement by the minister relating to 
tne general circumstances under 
which the commission was appointed 
aud outlining the work of the body 
Mr. King emphasized the importance 
of the commission conducting its pro- 
ceedings so us to be the means of 
furthering the industrial efficiency of 


the Dominion. He doub‘ed if ever a 
commission had been issued by the 
federal government which had quite 


the same opportunity of ronde:ing a 
national service to tne country. 

The minister said the information 
gathered will be placed at the dis- 
posal of the province, and he had re- 
ceived replies which were favorable 
from all the provinees. The reply of 
Premier Roblin of Manitoba had been 
non-committal, but a previous letter 
from him had been an endorsation of 
the idea. Hon. Mr. King said the 
commissioners were to go east and 
west in Canada finding out the needs 


and the present equipment of the 
country, taking an industiial survey 
of the country as it were. The mem- 
bers of the commission were enter- 


tained at luncheon at the Rideau club 
by Mr. King. 


Trainmen and C. P. R. Agree 

Montreal.—The trainmen’s dispute 
with the Canadian Pacific is settled 
and nothing remains but to draft and 
sign the agreement. No otlicial state. 
ment has been made yet, but it is 
known that it provides for a pay rate 
a little exceeding that recommended 
by the conciliation board, 

Otherwise conditions are 
changed in fevor of the men, 

President Hays of the Grand Trunk 
has offered the men an increase equiv. 
alent to the recommendation in the 
award of the majority report of the 
conciliation board, or if the men are 
not in favor of this to refer the whole 
matter to a board of experienced rail. 
way men for settlement, binding the 
Grand Trunk to accept their finding 
if the men do the same.

Japan and Russia Will Be Friendly 

St. Petersburg.—The Russo-Japanese 
convention covering the interests of 
the two nations in the far east which 
was signed recently by M. Iswolsky, 
minister of foreign affairs, and Am- 
bassudor Motono, for Japon, expressed 
the sincere attachment of the — two 
governments to the principles of the 
Russo-Japanese convention of July 30, 
1907. 

It states that the desire by the pres- 
ent instrument to develop and per- 
fect the arrangements of that treaty 
with the objeet of faciliating com- 
munication and commerce between the 
two nations, they pledge their friend- 
ly co-operation to the task of improv- 
ing the service of the railroads and 
agree to ab tain from all harmful com. 
petitions. 

Average Wheat Crop Expected 

Montreel, Que.—That the western 
wheat crop g.ves every promise of b - 
ing well up to the ave of the last 
five years is the cheering news which 
C, M. Hays, president of the Grand 
Trunk system, brought back to Mon- 
treal with him, after a trip through 
to the Pac fic coast.

denly it turned over and fell to the 
ground and was wrecked,

Rainey. They will leave New Haven 
and go to Sydney, where they will 
wait for the Boethic, one of tae New- 
foundland sealing steamers, which 
they have chartered. The Boethie 
will arrive at Boston within a few 
days and there will be fitted out and 
provisioned for the cruise. She will 
be taken to Svdney by her mate, and 
at Sydney will be joined by Captain 
Robert Bartlett, commander of the 
Roosevelt on the Peary expedition, 
who will command her on the trip 
Bartlett now is in Europe with Peary, 
but will return to this country on 
June 16. Captein Bartlett will hav 
command of the propossd American 
Antarctic expedition next year on his 
return from the Whitney cruise. 


Declaration Bill to Pass Shortly 
London.—In the House of Commons

Washington Using Every Effort to 
Break the Stampede of Americans 
to Western Canada—Fertile Lands 
cf Prairie Provinces is Proving to 
be an Irresistible Magnet for the 

United States Farmers. 


Omaha, Neb.—There is going to be 
no more emgration from tne central 
states into we-tern C#nada if the 
“powers” can prevent it, and plans re- 
cently formed by the United State 
government and co-operated in by the 
governors of those states which have 


iost so heavily of their very best citi- 


zeus through emigraiion to Canada 
are looked to for as istance in prevent- 
ing ths tiemendous dain upon the 
farm population of the Unitea States 
These plans eall for the as-istance of 


the American newspapers, and many 
of the most influential periodicals are 
lending aid to the movement 

The national gove:nment has at last 
taken cognizance of the tremendous 


emigration of its subjects to Canada, 


and recently a fand of half a million 
dollars was set aside with which to 
combat the “rush to Conada The 
American government has decided to 
spend that amount of money in adver. 


tising government lands in the western 
states and in showing prospective emi. 
grants that they can pure land in 
this country just as cheaj;ly, and in 
many cases at even lower figures, than 
they can buy Canadian lands 

But in making this statement, the 
United States government is obliged to 
steer clear of furnishing a descriptive 


comparison of the Canadian and 
American lands In western United 
States there are many millions of acrs 
of land that can be purchased at $1.25 


per acre and that are worth about one 
eont per quarter section, provided no 


taxes are assessed against it. There 
are, of course, millions of acres of 
much better land then this that are 


subject to homestead entry, but when 


the government adverti “Why go 
to Canada? We have 367,000,000 acres 
of free lands in this country,” all the

Of course this land cennot be com- 
pared with the western Canadian 
lands nor in fuet, can any of the 
American land which may be home- 


steaded and = puri d at $1.25 per 
acre, but practica‘ly no farming lands 
are now open to homestead 

With the half million dollars which 
it will spend in advertising its own 


lands, the Washington government 
will do its best to holl a portion of 
those western farmers who are leav- 
ing the State: for Cana’‘a because of 
their ability in the latter country to 
secure laige bodies of land very 
cheaply. 

Many American newspapers are 


clamoring for this government to 
spend $1,000,000 annually in an effort 


to stop this emicretion end point to 
the facet that 40,000 of the very best 
class of our citizens crossed into 


Canada last March. The e paners call 
*ttention, also, to the fact that these 
40,000 emigrants carrie 1 $50 000,000 in 
cash and property along with them 

“Losing men and money in such 
great chunks, it’s no wonder the 
United States is preparing a great 
ermpaign to ston the drain,” says W 
V. Bennett, Canadian government 
land representative at Omaha. 


To Cross Atlantic in Airship

Atlantic ocean in an airship will be 
made this summer, it is reported, by 
Walter Wellman and Melvin Vani- 
man.

journey is the motor balloon America, 
built to reach the north pole.

Fruit growers in southern Ulster 
county, which is the heart of the 
berry and peach section, have been 
comparing notes since the destruc- 
tive hailstorm about a week age, 
which centred with fury and violence 
around Marlborough, and have de- 
cided that the damage wrought by 
the storm will exceed $50,000.

Admiral's Long Career.

1899 to 1902, commander-in-chiet of the 
North Atlantic and West Indies squad- 
ron from 1902 to 1904, and commander 
at Portsmouth, 1904 to 1907. He held 


the honorary post of A.D.C, to the 
late Queen Victoria, is a Knight of 
the Legion of Honor (France), Ist 
Class Rising Sun (Japan), and Ist

The “Swadeshi Movement” In India 
and What It Means. 
In the province of Bengal. accord- 


ing to Father Mullan, who has been | 


chaplain of the British army of occu- 
pation in India for 14 years, there is 
considerable unrest and an agitation 


has sprung up known as the ‘Swade- | 


shi moversent the motto of which is 
“India for lodians.”’ This movement, 
which is confined entirely to the Hin- 
du race, has a strong hold on the edu- 
cated Hindus and was fanned into 
flame by the partition of Bengal dur- 
ing the vice-royalty of Lord Curzon. 
The more extreme of the Swadeshi 
adherents advocate throwing off Eng- 
Ush rule entirely, while the more mod- 
erate look to legislative and admin- 
istrative reforms. They pride them- 
selves on wearing only dress of home 
manufacture and a cardinal plank of 
their platform is the support of home 
industry. 

While Father Malian admits that 
the movement may be fraught with 
vrave possibilities tor England. he 
thinks the nrobability of a Swadeshi 
uprising only a remote possibility, 
chiefly owing to the caste distinctions 
which, in his oninion. render anything

bones” was attached to a regiment, 
followed it everywhere, and often 
spent his life witn it. j 
Nowadays, however, with the ex 


ception of the Household troops, army 
medical ofhcers are appointed, not ta 
regiments, but to garrisons, and are 
constantly being moved from one 
garrison town to another. 

The modern army doctor, therefore, 
has army rank, but, at the same time, 
his executive powers are limited. He 
can only command men of tis own! 
corps 

Candidates must be between twenty. 
ohe and twenty-eight years of age, and 
at the time of appointment must be 
registered under the medical acts in 
force in the United Kingdom 

They have to undergo an entrance 
examination on purely medical sub. 
jects, and their character, health, ete., 
being satisfactory, they are appointed 
on probation, 

While on probation, the officer 
undergoes a two months’ course at 
the Royal Army Medical College on 
hygiene, pathology, tropical medicine, 
wwilitary surgery, and military medical 
administration. Then he goes to the 
Royal Army Medical Corps’ School of 
Instruction at Aldershot for a two 
months’ 
of his corps, in each ease having to 
pass an examination at the end of the 
course, 

All being well, his probationary 
period now expires, and he becomes a 
tull-fledged officer of the R.A.M.C. 

The army doctor’s pay fairly 
good, certainly very good compared 
w.th that of a regimental officer. As 
a lieutenant he gets 14s. a day, a8 
against the 6s. 6d. per diem of the 
erdinary subaltern; but then he is 
usually an older man. 

As a captain, the army doctor gets 
only 15s. 6d. a day; but then he can 
become a captain in about three 
years, as against the six to nine years 
that it takes the regimental officer to 


“get his company.’ Moreover, after 
seven years’ total service, the army 
doctor gets 17s. a day, and after ten 


years’ total service he waxes fat on 
a guinea uw duy 

A major gets from £1 38s. 6d. to 
£1 6s. a day, according to length of 
service, a heutenant-colonel from £1 
10s. to £1 15s., a colonel £2 5s., and a 
surgeon-general £3 a day; while, if he 
become a deputy-director-general, our 
military Sawyer’ vill get 
£1,500 a year, and if he reach the top 
of the tree and becomes director-gener- 
al of the Army Medical Service, £2,000 
per annum will be his reward 

These rates of pay are generally 
substantially increased by extra pay 
for holding certain appointments, For 
example, the medical officer in charge 
of a hospital gets from 2s. 6d. to 10s. 
a day extra, according to the n&mber 
of beds 1 officer holding an appoint. 
ment as specialist gets 2s. 6d. a day 
extra; and in one way or another the 
army doctor can add to his income. 

With average luck an army dcctor, 
after ten years’ service, should be 
making at least £500 a year—that is, 
at the age of from thirty-one to thirty- 
eight—and another ten years sheuld 
see him drawing at least £1,000 @ 
year

HOG RAISING IN ALBERTA 


Mr. Sorenson Tells How He Made Hog 
Raising a Successful 


Venture 

By N. K. Sorenson, Markerviile, Alta 

I use in my hog business eig! $ 
of land bordering upon the Medicine 
River. The slope towards the river is 
covered with brush, and the rest of 
the land is partly in native grass and 
partly seeded down with mixed 


grain for pasturage, which is a great 
help to keep pigs in good growing con- 
dition. 

The principal building provides 
pens for some 50 hogs, and in one end 
of it I have a feed room with tanks for 
storing water and buttermilk. The 
feed room surrounded three 
sides by feeding yards fenced in and 


is on 


they are arr d so that hogs of 
nearly the same size are fed together 
Outside of the regular feed yards I 


have other buildings used principally 
for breed sows whenever I find it ad- 
visable to separate them from the rest; 
while these as well straw stacks 
are available for farrowing quarters, 
the sows seem to prefer farrowing in 
the bushes in summer 

My bunch of hogs is of the York- 
shire breed, bred from registe red stock 


and consisted in February, 1909, of 1 
boar, 13 sows and 27 young hogs for 
fattening. During the year the brood 
sows had 17 litters, totalling 138 pigs 
of splendid vitality farrowed fol- 
lows: 8 litters in March, 5 in May and 
4 in August. I bought 65 half grown 


hogs for fattening between September 
llth and November 15th, 1909 In 
February last I had 35 pregnant sows 


and 2 boars, having sold altogether 
207 head during the year During 
pregnancy the sows are fed on oats; 
otherwise barley is the staple grain 
ration. In my experience the young 
pigs show less vitality when their 
dams have been fed largely on bar- 
ley. 


Separate feeding yards are provided 
for the small pigs where they ean al- 


ways find barley, whole or ground, 
and fresh buttermilk. It is very im- 
portant to have the small pigs feed- 
ing well when they are weaned, and 
they should be fed liberally so as to 


keep a clean skin and a good appear- 
ance, without being fat 

I start fattening the pigs when they 
are 3 to 4 months old, and give them 
ill the barley chop they will eat and 


any buttermilk which is not needed 
for the small pigs. I feed regularly 
three times every day but ouly what 
they will eat up clean 


The best size of pen is 12 feet by 10 
feet with a 12-foot trough and it gives 


room for ten hogs; larger pens and 
several hogs in each gives too much 
disturbance The pens are cleaned 


out daily and some bedding is placed 


in one corner of each. Hogs do not 
thrive well unless they are kept ab- 
solutely clean and the skin free from 
seurf 

In order to secure the best results 
we must keep the hogs comfortable 
and treat them kindly. A hog so 
handled should gain on an average 
1*%y Ibs. per day from the day it is 
farrowed until it is 5 months old, 


BePond that age every pound of gain 
in weight costs more than under that 


age. My hogs have been in splendid 
health and I have not lost a single 
pig from disease, This I attribute to 
the open air, exercise and excellent 


shelter afforded by the brush land sur- 


rounding my hog yard. It also pro- 
vides shade in the summer for the 
young pigs. 

Of feed stuffs, T used the equiva- 
lent of 2,800 bushels of barley, or 134,- 
400 Ibs., according to the formula; 6 
Ibs. buttermilk, 1 Ib. oats, 1 Ib. bar- 
ley. From this I have produced 29,- 
480 lbs. of hogs, using 4.56 lbs. of 


barley per pound gained in the weight 


ind thus realizing 71.8 cents per 
bushel after the principal items of 
expenditure, such as interest and de- 
preciation, are dedueted 

As to the value of tl bor involy- 
ed, this becomes a matter of indi- 
vidual calculation on farms where 
hogs ere kept in conjunction with 
other stock, but it seems to me that 
in my situation it is e: ad the 
barley to the pigs th it 14 
miles to the railroad station
